Temporary Stay Extended 
Provided Such Action Is 
Taken At Once.

23.—Federal 
Judge Learned Hand today handed 
down a decision dismissing the mo­ 
tion of foreign 
and 
American ship 
companies for a permanent injunc­ 
tion restraining federal prohibition 
agents from putting into effect the 
bone dry ruling of Attorney General 
Daugherty. 
He 
extended 
the stay 
temporarily, however, providing that 
the steamship companies file an im­ 
mediate appeal to the United States 
supreme court. 
Judge Hand decided in favor of the 
government on all points. The divis­ 
ion was rendered on the specific mat­ 
ter of the application of foreign lines 
for an 
injunction 
protecting 
from 
seizure ships carrying liquor under 
seal on the east bound voyage from 
the United States. 
The decision ap­ 
plies to both foreign and American 
lines because of the statement made 
by Judge Hand during the injunction 
proceedings last week, that a defeat 
of the motion of the 
foreign 
lines 
w’ould naturally bring about defeat of 
the lines’ motion for an injunction. 
The 
temporary 
extenrlon of the 
stay granted by Judge Hand applies 
only to llquo/ to be used as supplies 
for members of ships* crew’s on the 
east bound voyage to Europe. 
This 
extension was granted on the furnish­ 
ing of a bond of $25,000 by the steam­ 
ship companies to guarantee that the 
liquor w’ould 
not 
be used for any 
other purposes than the one stipualt- 
ed.

meeting in the Place De La Constitu­ 
tion. 
Ciitizens of Athens and mem­ 
bers of the revolutionary committee 
harangued the crowd w’hile airplanes 
released thousands of bulletins voic­ 
ing the nation’s greeting to the "ail 
saving revolution.” 
Cries of "death to 
the 
traitors,” 
arose when Col. Plastiras, a member 
of the committee outlining the aims 
of the 
revolution 
criticised 
those 
Greeks, who. he charged, while seek­ 
ing to lay the blame for the disas­ 
ter iii Asia Minor 
upon„ the army 
were themselves solely responsible 
by their misdemeanors for the na­ 
tion’s misfortune. 
There was an illusion to the im­ 
prisoned former premiers and mili- 
fary officials whose trial for treason 
awaits the decision of the next na­ 
tional assembly. 
The manifestation was arranged by 
various public organizations who pre­ 
sented the revolution committee with 
a resolution approving the abdication 
of Constantine "wiio never will re­ 
mount the throne of Greece.” 
The 
resolution proclaimed that Greece’s 
place iii 
the 
world 
is beside the 
"natural and traditional allies,” and 
demanded national effort to dissipate 
all 
misunderstandings 
between 
Greece and tile entente countries. 
In the evening after the meeting a 
crowd paraded through the streets 
shouting for Venizelos. 
After the meeting a committee of 
citizens visited the American lega­ 
tion where after presenting a copy 
of the pro-revolutionary resolutions 
the chairman expressed the gratitude 
of the Greek people for America’s 
practical humanitarianism in gener­ 
ously helping the destitute refugees. 
The charge d’affairs, Jefferson Caf­ 
foy, responded that the people of the 
United States w’ere glad to be in a 
position to assist the war sufferers.

•The rumor runs, and runs pretty strong­ 
ly, that President Harding has in Governor 
, Miller of New York a rival who is out for 
the republican 
nomination 
for the presi­ 
dency. 
This it is alleged, was the real ob­ 
ject behind Governor Miller’s recent dicta­ 
tion of the New 
York 
state 
republican 
ticket when he insisted on having as his 
running mates only men w*hom he himself 
had selected. It is pointed out, too, that in 
directing, an he did,the makeup of the par­ 
ty’s executive committee, Mr. Miller elimi­ 
nated all Harding men, and it does seem a 
little queer, perhaps, that the requirements 
of efficiency should have brought about 
this result. 
Nevertheless, the fact remains that Gov­ 
ernor Miller is undoubtedly a most reluct- 


* ast participant in the political affairs of 
the empire state. He did not want to run in 
1920 and he did not want to run this year, 
i 
He was able to dominate his party this year 
as he did simply because it w as thoroughly 
recognized that there w*as no bluff about 
his entire willingness to go back to private 
life. It was not at all certain that his very 
far-reaching demand that he be allowed to 
arrange the party machinery as he saw fit 
would be acceded to and it is certain that 
he would not have grieved excessively if 
the demand had been refused and he had 
been permitted to return to his law prac­ 
tice. 
All this is perhaps a fairly good reason 
for doubting whether there is any settled 
plan in Mr. Miller’s mind for making a bld 
for the presidential nomination. 
If he is a 
schemer he is a pretty deep one, and his 
diplomacy is of a sort not commonly met 
with in our politics. 
To judge from most 
of the current comment, the large political 
ambitions attributed to him by those wrho 
insist that he is looking towards Washing­ 
ton are generally discredited.

The main part of the good roads problem 
is the building of the right kind of roads. 
There is scarcely a section.of the country 
now* w*hich is not willing to spend money 
on road building, though some sections are 
more enthusiastic than others, and the next 
* fifteen or tw enty years will see an immense 
amount of road building done all over the 
United States. 
This, indeed, is sure to be 
one of the greatest developments, perhaps 
the greatest development, of the period im­ 
mediately ahead of us. 
The road-builder, 
therefore, is going to be an exceedingly im­ 
portant man in American life. 
He must be a trained man. 
Road-build­ 
ing is already a science, and it is going to 
become more and more of an exact science. 
Slipshod, make-shift methods will not do. 
The man in charge will have to know ex­ 
actly what he is doing and he can get this 
knowledge only through training. 
What 
I an opportunity is here unfolded for great 
numbers of young men to whom this sort of 


work must have a powerful appeal— some­ 
thing of the same appeal which caused so 
many thousands of young Americans to be­ 
come railroad builders during the period of 
railroad expansion in this country. 
They 
played a mighty part in the upbuilding of 
America, those young railroad builders of 
an era which was one of the most remark­ 
able in our history, but it is easily possible, 
even probable, that the highway builders 
of the future 
will 
play an equally great 
part, for one can scarcely realize now what 
the next tw*o decades are destined to bring 
in the development of automobile and mo­ 
tor truck 
transportation 
in

States. 
The young man who fixes his mind upon 
the highway development now opening be­ 
fore us as offering the chance of a career 
will make no mistake.

MR. HARDING'S WRETCHED LETTER. 


From the St. Louis Post*Dlspatcb. 


President Harding has written a letter to 
Representative Mondell w*hich satisfiedly 
compares the sixty-seventh congress with 
the reconstruction congress following the 
civil war and the financial condition of the 
United States with that of the other nations 
in the world war. 
Both comparisons are 
odious. 
If there is one 
chapter in 
our history 
where the dead past’s dead should be left 
undisturbed, it is the republican party’s un­ 
couth malevolent, incompetent and graft- 
ridden reconstruction record following the 
civil war. 
Any effort that wouldn’t shine 
in comparison with that abomination would 
be vile indeed. 
It is difficult to read with patience or re­ 
spect the presidential statement that “our 
country has borne its part in this exper­ 
ience (the world war and its aftermath) 
without even menace to our gold-standard 
money system." 
It is a statement of fact, 
admittedly, but it is a shocking disregard of 
truth. 
With most of the gold of other na­ 
tions in our possession— sent here by the 
other nations to purchase their war sup­ 
plies in the period of our fabulously profit­ 
able neutrality— it is the shallowest kind of 
boasting for us to claim any credit for that 
fact, or to offer it as evidence of our super­ 
ior capacity. 
To try by implication to list 
that condition among the accomplishments 
of congress is a deception to which Presi­ 
dent Harding should not have stooped. 
The letter, of course, is a partisan ap­ 
peal. 
It is a compaign document Its pur­ 
pose is to win votes for republican candi­ 
dates for the senate and the house. 
On 
that score it is as objectionable as the Wil­ 
son letter which aroused such a typhoon of 
indigation in 1918. 
It is an effusion un­ 
worthy of Mr. Harding’s 
reputation 
for 
fairness, unworthy of any average Ameri­ 
can’s intelligence.

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T H E K IN G O F LIARS 
S 
O FAR as successful Impostures are 
concerned, Giuseppe Balsamo, bet­ 
ter known by his adopted title of 
"Count 
Cagliostro" 
was 
undoubt­ 
edly the most rem arkable man the 
world has ever produced, for he not 
only numbered his victims by the thou­ 
sands but practiced his chosen a rt of 
lying with such consum m ate clever­ 
ness th at he victimized cardinals and 
princes as well as peasants and the 
various classes lying between these 
categories. 
H e was, in truth, ‘ tho 
king of liars," beside whom such mod­ 
ern examples of Cassie Chadwick and 
Ponzl were the rankest am ateurs. 
As a boy, Balsamo gave early evi­ 
dence of his scheming tendencies, and, 
after being expelled from school, was 
placed In the apothecary shop of a 
Sicilian monastery, where he set about 
to m aster the science of chemicals 
and drugs, for which he appeared to 
have a positive genius. 
It was while 
In the apothecary’s shop th a t Balsamo 
sold to a credulous peasant the secret 
of a mythical "treasure cave’’ which 
was supposed to be near by, but, when 
the purchaser of the secret went tc 
exam ine the cave, he was set upon by 
a "devil" (Balsam o himself) and beat* 
en nearly to death. F or this escapade, 
Giuseppe w as banished from Sicily 
and fled to Rome, where he succeeded 
In 
m arrying 
a 
strikingly 
beautiful 
woman 
and 
changed 
his 
nam e 
to 
"Count Cagliostro." 
His first venture on a large scale 
was the Invention of an "elixir of 
life." of which he sold m any thousand 
bottles at fabulous prices and. In order 
to prove the value of bls own medi­ 
cine, claimed to be more than 2,000 
years old and to have been present at 
the time of the crucifixion, which he 
described with a wealth of detail omit­ 
ted from 
^ 
Scr|ptuyes._ At_ th a t 


time there was much talk of the 
"W andering Jew " and many persons 
believed 
that 
Cagliostro 
was 
none 
other than this personage—a belief 
which the Sicilian took care to foster 
whenever possible. 
W hen the success of the "elixir of 
life” appeared to be Imperiled by the 
death of a number of persons who had 
taken 
it. 
Cagliostro 
hit 
upon 
the 
scheme of organizing Masonic lodges 
for women, claiming that he w as of 
divine origin and had received a spe­ 
cial mission to perform this work upon 
earth—a 
statem ent which naturally 
endeared him to a number of women 
of sufficient wealth to assist him in 
the 
accomplishment 
of 
his 
other 
schemes, which included tho making 
of diamonds and precious stones and 
the transm utation of base metals into 
gold. 
By virtue of his various Impositions, 
Cagliostro was able to accum ulate a 
large am ount of money and, when he 
decided to move tho headquarters of 
his influence to France, It was a m at­ 
ter of only a few days before lie be­ 
came the most talked of m an In Paris. 
It WRS he who used tho Cardinal de 
Ilohan, Grand Almoner of France nnd 
one of the shrewdest statesm en in 
Europe, in the tragic affair of the dia­ 
mond necklace, which 
brought dis­ 
grace or imprisonment upon everyone 
implicated, including the Italian him­ 
self, who was imprisoned in the Bush 
tile in 1790, but was finally acquitter 
and ordered to leave France. 
A fter drifting about Europe for a 
number of years, the prince of impos­ 
tors finally returned to Rome and was 
condemned by tho pope to life Im­ 
prisonment as a dangerous foe to re­ 
ligion. dying In a papal dungeon on 
August 26, 1793, after having duped 
all 
Europe, 
prince 
and 
priest 
and 
peasant alike. 
Rut, aP*rt from Cag- 
liostro’s strange and almost hypnotic 
Influence 
over 
practically 
everyone 
with whom lie came In contact, there 
are a num ber of ntfsteries concerning 
the m an which h a le never been ex­ 
plained— Including his origin and hU 
exceptional ability for handling a1. 
kinds of strange chemicals. 
In add- 
Uon. there Is the greatest mystery of 


all : 
Ills power of prophecy manifest­ 
ed upon numerous occasions, but par­ 
ticularly 
when 
he 
announced 
that 
Maria Theresa, empress of Austria, 
was dying, and word reached Paris 
five days later th at the em press had 
succumbed at the very hour foretold 
by the Itallun coi/nt. 
Again, during 
his incarceration In the Bastile, Cag­ 
liostro wrote upon the walls of his 
cell: 
"W ithin three years the Bastile 
shall be destroyed and the people shall 
dance upon Its site"—another proph- 
»cy which was carried out to the let­ 
ter.

H ere I w ant to quote w hat "T he 
L ady" said to Paul in "T hree W eeks’ 
when he asked her 
if the 
G reeks 
knew about love?—She 
answ ered— 
"I often ask myself did they really 
know ?—they knew the whole 
m a­ 
terial p art of it at any rate. 
They 
w ere perhaps too practical to have 
indulged in the m ental em otions we 
w eave into It now— but they w ere 
wise, they did not educate the wives 
and daughters, they realized that to 
perform well the dom estic duties, a 
w om an’s mind should not be 
over 
trained in learning. 
Learning 
and 
charm and grace of m ind were for 
the others, the hetaerae 
of 
whom 
they asked no tiresom e ties. 
And in 
all the agos it is unfortunately 
not 
the simple good women who 
have 
ruled the hearts of men. 
T hink of 
Pericles 
and Aspasin—Antony 
and 
C leopatra—Justinian and 
Theodora 
— B eiesarius and Antonina, and later 
too, your English Nelson and Lady 
H am ilton I Not one of these was a 
man s ideal of w hat a wife and m oth­ 
er ought to be. 
So no doubt 
the 
Greeks were right in th a t principle, 
as they were right In all basic prin­ 
ciples of a rt and balance. 
And now’ 
we mix the whole Hung up, dom estic­ 
ity and learning—nerves and are— 
and feverish cravings for the imposs­ 
ible newr—so we get * conglom eration 
of false proportions and a ceaseless 
u n r e s t" 
And it is this ceaseless 
unrest 
which is disturbing the whole sex at 
the present tim e. A modicum of the 
fem ale population of 
the civilized 
countries of the world know their 
own m inds and distinctly see the aim 
they have in view in regard to com­ 
plete enancipation. 
Then com es a 
larger proportion, who are quite un­ 
certain as to aim, but who desire 
freedom , they know not why. 
And 
th e re is a percentage—and they are 
perhaps the m ajority who are 
just 
going with the tide taking w hat good 
they chance to find out of the new 
m ovem ent, but not consciously aid­ 
ing it, nor even consciously taking 
an interest in it. 
And beyond these there 
are 
a 
num ber who are not concerned with 
it at all, but are quite content with 
th eir forever—old ruling of men by 
th eir own charm s. 
And last of all 
come the retrogressionists, 
a 
very 
sm all company, who are, 
deploring 
m odern ways and thoughts, and de­ 
siring to push their sex back 
into 
slavery. 
At the present stage the w om an’s 
m ovem ent is much like some of the 
organizations at the beginning of the 
war, before system 
had 
produced 
card indexing or order. 
If it could be possible to sort the 
whola sex into Guilds, th e "M other- 
womon" into their 
band—and 
the 
"Lover-worn en" into theirs, and the 
entirely 
em ancipated 
section 
into 
theirs, and the nondescript into yet 
another, things would be com parat­ 
ively easy, and at the age of fourteen 
or fifteen each girl could bo asked 
to decide to which band they wrould 
belong. If she chose the em ancipated 
she should then have her brains cul­

of sentim ent and idealism, which it 
used to be. A growing proportion of 
them are taking it m ore from a male 
point of view, as an ephem eral evolu­ 
tion, which comes and goes accord­ 
ing to the physical attraction of the 
m an calling it forth.

Bora In Roxbury, Mass., December 
18, 1835, Dr. Abbott was one of the 
most active leaders in many avenues 
of religious and civic thought in the 
United States. 
As preacher, editor, 
author and theologian, he exhibited a 
quality of character that impressed 
itself on all who came in contact w*ith 
him—a singular poise and serenity of 
spirit. 
In his early youth, after graduation 
from the University of the City of 
New York, he studied law and was 
admitted to the bar, and afterward 
I practiced In partnership 
w*itn 
his 
brothers, Benjamin V. and Austin Ab­ 
bott. Giving up the law* for theology, 
he studied for the ministry of the 
! Congregational church with his un­ 
cle, S. C. Abbott, and was ordained at 
Farmington, Me., in 1860. 
His first 
charge 
w*as in Terre 
Haute, Ind., 
where he remained five years. 
As editor of the Christian Union, 
which later became The Outlook, his 
work, in association with that of Rev. 
Henry Ward Beecher, marked him as 
a man of great promise and one who 
saw” religion not too narrowly con­ 
ventionalized, 
but overlapping and 
spiritualizing many of the social and 
civil problems of the time. 
After the death of Mr. Beecher, Dr. 
Abbott became pastor of Plymouth 
church, 
Brooklyn, w*here his pre 
deccssor had earned fame as one of 
the foremost pulpit orators in Amer­ 
ica. 
He was installed in Plymouth 
church on January 16, 1890, and re­ 
mained in charge until 1899, when he 
icsigned. 
He 
published 
a life of 
Henry Ward Beecher and a volume 
i of his sermons. 
In Dr. Abbott’s w*ork as editor of 
The Outlook, in which he was assoc­ 
iated in his long career with many 
famous 
men, 
including 
Theodore 
Roosevelt, he sought to interpret the 
different orders of political organiza­ 
tions from the Christian viewpoint. 
Those who w*ere near him in this 
part of his life say that extraordinary 
working power was one of his chief 
characteristics. Moderation and san­ 
ity were the chief notes of his tem­ 
perament and attitude. He command­ 
ed attention by his transparent sin­ 
cerity and by a gift of clear, persua­ 
sive statement. 
The range of Dr. Abbott’s connec­ 
tion with civic enterprises was very 
wide; he had 
intimate 
association 
with betterment work in many fields. 
He held office in at least a score of 
organizations for city, state and na­ 
tional, and even international reform, 
and w*as interested in many others, 
including societies for child, civil and 
reform, charity organizations, fores­ 
try associations and the American 
Red Cross society.
